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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9, 13, 15-20 are 
allowed for the following reason/s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious improvement over 
the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 6,643,432 to Bouda and US-6,768,742 842 to 
Bulthuis and US-2005/0207705 to Laurent-Lund. 

1.2 Claim 1 and 17 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious an optical splitter and substrate to support said splitter, 
wherein the non-adiabatic tapered waveguide merges substantially continuously with the 
input waveguide in a direction parallel to the optical axis of the input waveguide, and 
wherein the taper has a curvilinear shape defined by the equations in claim 17. 

1.3 Claims 2-9, 13, 15-16, 18-20, are dependant either directly or indirectly on claims 1 and 17 
and are thus also allowable.
